Did you ever buy a car on time, as I generally do, with 
a small down payment and eighteen to twenty-four 
months to pay the unpaid balance? That was a pledge, 
wasn’t it? 

Did you ever run a grocery bill for a short period of 
time because the grocer had confidence in your integrity 
and you had told him that you would pay soon? That 
was a pledge, wasn’t it? 

Did you ever buy a refrigerator, a kitchen range, or a 
home on time and pay your obligation out on monthly 
installments? That was a pledge, wasn’t it? 

Do you remember, you who have been united in the 
bonds of holy matrimony, when you clasped each other’s 
hand and the minister said, “Do you take this woman, 
whose right hand you now hold, to be your lawfully wed- 
ded wife, until death do you part?” and you said, “I do”? 
That was a lifetime pledge, wasn’t it?

To Old Mexico 

It was truly a momentous event in my life to be invited 
to accompany the Reverend Paul H. Walker, Executive 
Missions Secretary, on a trip into Old Mexico in the inter- 
est of the development of our missions work there. While 
awaiting the tedious processing of passports and visas to 
permit my entry into Jamaica, B. W. I., to assume my 
duties in charge of the work there, it was decided that 
there would be ample time for this journey into Mexico 
and that it would serve as my initiation into missions 
affairs. I can very definitely testify to the effectiveness 
of this type of initiation and state that it is unexcelled 
in its purpose. Although it may de-glamourize some 
preconceived ideas, it will supplant them and leave in 
their stead a deeper appreciation based on facts that 
are much sounder and will give a burden for the lost 
that is needed in the callous hour in which we live. 

Arriving in San Antonio, we were the guests of the 
Reverend and Mrs. Vessie Hargrave, who entertained us 
royally. Brother Hargrave, our Superintendent of Mex- 
ico and the Latin American countries, joined us, and 
we headed for “South of the Border, Down Mexico Way!” 

After visiting with Brother and Sister Wolf and Sister 
Atkins in Douglas, Arizona, we traveled on to Nogales 
and crossed the border there, duly arriving in time for

Sunday School and church service at Hermosillo, Sonora. 
Just to hear the old familiar tunes, even though in a for- 
eign tongue, a beautiful tongue, in a harmony of voices 
fragrant with the grace and power of God in the adora- 
tion of human worship thrilled our souls to the ver 
fiber and timber of our being. 

We went to Guaymas for the Sunday evening service, 
where we shared a similar experience. It was wonderful 
to see the light of divine satisfaction as it played across 
the countenances of an eager congregation as our elo- 
quent Brother Paul H. Walker broke the bread of Life to 
them through his able interpreter, Brother Hargrave. 

School at Ciudad Obegon 

On Monday we arrived at Cuidad Obregon, Sonora, 
where Brother Walker and Brother Hargrave were teach- 
ing a school for the ministers of this district, Brother 
Castro’s district. The ministers all turned out, eager to 
learn. I closely observed them while Brother Walker and 
Brother Hargrave lectured them twice daily on the car- 
dinal doctrines of the Church; namely, the Trinity, the 
ordinances of the Church, especially emphatic on water 
baptism in the name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost. Ably, forcefully, and effectively, they lectured. As 
I watched the eager hanging on every word, the persist- 
ent note-taking, I thought how these fellows put us to 
shame in the States for our casualness in the serious doc- 
trines and studies of the Church. I thanked God that 
these men were receiving something that would be of in- 
estimable help to them in waging their warfare against 
Satan, who here, as well as back home, is attacking God’s 
ministers from every side. 

Time and space will not permit me to go into intimate 
detail of all the interesting experiences of this journey. 
We visited in the evening and had services at one of the 
churches on the district. We visited Esperanza, Plan Ori- 
ente, Navajoa, Echajou, Hautabanipo, Las Playitas, Navo- 
lato, Chucarit, San Nicolas, and Pueblo Yaqui, where I 
had the unusual experience of preaching through an in- 
terpreter. 

Just another word about the school at Ciudad Obre- 
gon. There were from forty to fifty in attendance in the 
classes. School began each morning at 10 o’clock. Brother 
Walker lectured from 10 to 11, and Brother Hargrave lec- 
tured from 11 to 12. Then in the afternoon from 2 to 3° 
there was another lecture by Brother Walker and Broth- 
er Hargarve from 3 to 4. To say the least, all were eager 
to sit in these classes. 

The school at Ciudad Obregon is to continue for several 
weeks, but the visitation on the part of the Executive 
Secretary and the Superintendent of Latin America 
played a big part in starting the school off just right. As 
the messages and instruction were absorbed thoroughly 
by those in attendance, it showed that there was an 
eagerness here that was a real blessing. 

I just must say something about that colorful person- 
ality, our Brother Vessie Hargrave. His territory is tre- 
mendous; his responsibilities are the same; his life is full 
to the brim and running over, and to see this man in ac- 
tion as our apostle to Mexico is an experience one would 
go far to see. He is beloved by his people as few men are 
loved, and no wonder, for with all the relentless pressure 
of his enormous duties, he always has time to listen and 
to counsel and to advice any and all. A pat on the back 
and a good word of cheer from Hermano Vessie, as he *

“The natives still believe very strongly in witchcraft. 
Many go to church, but still practice these works. Only a 
few weeks ago did two women have a fight; one woman 
stuck her tobacco knife into the other’s arm and cut it 
badly. A couple of nights ago, our servant girl had a ter- 
rible pain in her ‘stomach’ and couldn’t come to work. 
When I went down to see her, I could see that she was 
really in pain, so I told one of the boys to go down to 
get the assistant medical practitioner on Betio to come 
and have a look at her. And do you know that he refused 
to go? He said that nothing could be done, because it 
was ‘te tabunea’ (witchcraft). Anyhow, when the doctor 
came and had a look at her, he found that it was ap- 
pendicitis.”

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Voyage fo Indonesia 


We are giving below an article sent in by Brother Dal- 
raith N. Walker, our missionary to Indonesia, concern- 
ing his family’s voyage from the United States to the 
land of their calling. As you read this interesting story, 
breathe a prayer to the Lord for all of our missionaries 
who are laboring on the mission fields throughout the 
world. 


Going back nearly two weeks would find us packing 
our stateroom baggage and making final arrangements 
for embarkation. The hold baggage had already gone to 
the pier. 

At 1:00 p.m., Monday, November 15, we left Manhattan 
for the Bush Docks at Brooklyn. Our ship was at Pier 3, 
and loading was still in full swing. We made our way up 
the gangway, across drums of oil loaded as deck cargo, 
passed swinging cargo slings, and finally made it to safe- 
ty in the passenger quarters. Embarking on a freighter is 
so different to boarding a passenger ship. There is not 
the thrill of hundreds of passengers and friends with all 
the excitement of such a departure, but there is the ro- 
mance of cargo on the pier, scores of longshoremen, and 
derricks swinging with their huge loads. We, with the 
other few passengers, mixed with the scene of final load- 
ing. 

The ship is Dutch, and that means cleanliness, effi- 
ciency, and courtesy. We expected to sail at 8:00 p.m., 
but at that hour much space still remained in the holds. 
The loading continued till just before midnight. The 
hatches were all secured, the deck cargo was securely 
lashed, and right in the final minutes of Monday, our 
ship pulled away from the pier. Two tugs assisted in the 
departure, and we were soon headed for the open sea. 
The lights of New York were soon far behind. We were 
tired, but sti we didn’t want to sleep. It dawned upon 
me that it is true that we are going back to Indonesia. 
Yes, we are on the way. As I stood at the rail looking 
into the night, I wondered what lay ahead; but that is 
in the hands of the Lord. 

The first couple of days in the Atlantic were very pleas- 
ant. The seas were calm, but gradually the tune changed. 
The ship began to roll more and more. Two of the chil- 
dren were a little sick. On the twenty-second of November 
we passed the Azores. The captain went off his course 
some miles to pass within half a mile of St. Michael, 
where we were able to see the houses, fields, and activity. 
There was a city on this island of about 15,000 right in 
front of us. We were traveling on the lee side, so once 
again, we were in calm water. ; 

Another two days brought us to Spain on one side and 
Morocco on the other. Then we came close to Gibraltar, 
standing as a guard of the Mediterranean. From there 
all has been interesting. Different sights along the Afri- 
can coast keep us busy with the ship’s binoculars. Early 
this morning we passed Sicily and Malta. We expected to 
reach Alexandria, our first port, sometime Tuesday. 

Our second Sunday at sea we had two church services. 
Both passengers and officers were present, and truly it 
was a blessing to all of us. We are having a wonderful 
opportunity to let the people see we have something that 
the world cannot give. Several nights ago, we all had a 
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discussion on the Bible and Christianity. The captain and 
Passengers brought up various arguments bringing doubt 
upon the Word of God, but we praise the Lord for the 
way He gave us good answers to all they could say. I am 
sure it has turned out profitable rather than harmful as 
discussions often do. 

It was about 7:00 p.m. when the Soestdyk finally 
docked at Alexandria. Egyptians came aboard to sell 
their wares to any likely buyer. Our ship was to stay until 
midday the following day and then was to sail for Port 
Said, so we negotiated, along with other passengers, with 
a guide to take us to Cairo for two days and then back 
to the ship at Port Said. 

En route to Cairo, we first passed through the native 
section of Alexandria. After that, we drove into the Sa- 
hara Desert. On the outskirts of the city, many Beduins 
dwell in their humble, cavelike dwellings. Many camels 
came into view. Some were just roaming the desert, oth- 
ers were being worked in irrigated patches that extend 
out of Alexandria for some miles before the sand proper 
covers the whole scene. The miles, or rather kilometers, 
slipped by as our Arab driver kept the accelerator hard 
on the floor. We were yet to learn, to our amazement 
and sometimes consternation, that this man, like most 
Egyptian drivers, liked to keep his foot hard on the gas 
and hand on the horn. We slipped past traffic, antiquated 
and modern, in Cairo at an alarming pace. 


We were surprised to see how beautiful and large a city 
Cairo is, especially around the Nile River. It is so green, 
and trees and palms are in profusion. On the way into 
Cairo, we passed the Pyramids, looking very impressive 
standing as they were like prehistoric monsters defying 
the ages of time and testifying to the antiquity of this 
ancient land. We thought of Abraham and his visit to 
Egypt and of Moses, who, no doubt, daily watched the 
great Pyramid of Gaza (which was about 1,500 years old 
in his day) as he played in Pharaoh’s gardens. 

The groanings of Israel, who multiplied in the land, in 
spite of their tribulations, seemed to ring in our ears as 
we absorbed the sights around us. We were taken to the 
Egyptian Museum, and-were thrilled to see all the ex- 
hibits from Tutankhamen’s tomb; such as, coffins over- 
laid with gold, beds, tables, a casket of wheat, and even 
a chess game was there. All of these amazing things 
found in Tutankhamen’s tomb at Luxor are over 3,000 
years old. 

At the highest point in Cairo, we visited a large mosque, 
a beautiful edifice with eight hundred lights hanging 
from a vast common center. One thing I have noticed, 
wherever you find Islam (Mohammedanism), you find 
also decadence and poverty. It is evident that the bless- 
ing of the Lord does not smile upon the lands subjugated 
by the Prophet. 

We saw two palaces of the former king Farouk and also 
the palace of his first wife. Even the Egyptians seem to 
despise the corruption of their exiled ruler. The next 
morning we were driven to the Pyramids. The guide took 
us through the passageways of the Great Pyramid. The 
structure of this, the last of the Sevén Wonders, is truly 
amazing..We went up the gallery into the king’s chamber 
and back down into the queen’s chamber. We all had 
camel rides to the Sphinx and other points of interest 
nearby. 

On the return journey to the ship, we traveled along

We are glad to report that we still have victory and 
that the spirit of revival is still with us. We have a num- 
ber of new Arabs who are becoming interested. I find it 
a little difficult to talk to them yet, for the Arabic lan- 
guage is very difficult. A number of them speak French, 
so that helps a great deal. 





We had a sweet baptismal service this month; one 
young man was baptized. There are several others who 
have been converted, but they are not free to be baptized 
because their parents are against them. The most im- 
portant thing of all is that the converts are becoming 
deeper in the faith.

This month we built a little kitchen onto our house, 
which makes it possible for us to consecrate the entire 
front part to the mission. The kitchen was already start- 
ed; it had one wall, running water, lights, and part of 
the floor. The converts and I did all the work. Mixing 
mortar and laying brick haven’t exactly become a wom- 
an’s job, yet we count it all in the missionary’s day of 
work. Everyone is happy now, and the mission is a mis- 
sion with the appearance of a mission. We praise the 
Lord for this little, but important, expansion. 

We have quite a number of new Arabs who are inter- 
ested in Pentecost. Sometimes we have to explain the 
faith to an Arab for several months before he finally 
dares to believe. We have one Arab with whom I spent 
hours explaining that Jesus Christ is the Son of God. I 
dealt with him several months, and now he finally un- 
derstands and believes. It is he who brings most of the 
other Arabs to us. I don’t know where they go to find all 
the questions that they are capable of asking, but often 
it keeps us busy in the night seeking a scriptural answer. 
We have some discussions here that are giants and even 
unheard of in comparison with the discussions that we 
had in Bible class at Lee College. All of this is the MOST 
INTERESTING PART of our duties. 
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WORKING HONDURAS FROM TWO SIDES

Honduras is not a large country, being smaller than n® 4 


State of Mississippi, but its geography makes it rather 
difficult to work. A backbone of mountains stretches over 
a good part of the Republic, separating the capital from 
what is known as the North Coast or the banana region. 
Most all communication between the two parts is by 
plane. 

Until now there has been no Pentecostal work estab- 
lished on the coast, which offers a great challenge and 
opportunity for the Church of God. The Missions Board 
has agreed for us to move to the coast, where we plan to 
open new work both in English and Spanish and at the 
same time keep our work going in the islands. We have 
many reasons to believe that this move is in the will of 
the Lord. For one thing, after being told that it would be 
practically impossible to rent a place suitable for dwell- 
ing and services under $75 a month, we had to look at 
only one place and it was just what we wanted—for only 
$30. Also, a colored preacher here plans to unite with the 
Church, along with a small group with which he has 
been working. He and his wife are enthusiastic about the 
Church of God. 

As for our work in the islands we have every right to 
be encouraged, especially in Roatan. Since receiving 
the work there into the Church last June, we have two 
churches and two or three missions. If we had the nec- 
essary evangelistic help there, we could have at least 
three more churches within a year. In our visit to Utila 
since we left there, we found the people more eager to 
take their places and stand for the Church than ever 
before. We have some people there who I believe would 
do anything to promote the Church of God. Although 
there were not many visible results of our work in Utila 
during the eighteen months we spent there, we do feel 
that the people were more firmly established for the 
Church. 





We have a great desire to do all we can for God and 
His Church. With your prayers and by God’s help, we 
expect to be able to report great progress for our work 
here in the near future. 

Our oldest little boy, who is five, is afflicted with cere- 
bral palsy. It is a light case, but as yet he is unable to 
talk and to use his limbs normally. We ask you to join 
us in prayer for his healing.

The weather was perfect! Bathing the colorful scene 
with warmth and filling every heart with happiness, 
God’s beautiful sunshine smiled down from a cloudless, 
blue sky. 

It was Sunday, August 15, 1954, a wonderful day at 
Bethesda’s Open-air Rally. Many hundreds had gathered 
from all over Bethesdaland to participate in the joyful 
occasion. The day will long be remembered by all who 
gathered beside the Umhlatuzana River at Rossburgh 
and saw for themselves God’s wonder-working power in 
the lives of men and women. 

From early morning, the crowds began to assemble at 
the riverside, which had been splendidly cleared and 
prepared by loving hands from Bethesda’s various assem- 
blies. A special platform had been erected, and Brother 
V. G. Stanley had kindly installed his loud-speaker equip- 
ment. The Kashi Orchestra played well-known choruses, 
and soon the great gathering was singing those inspiring 
refrains. 

Reading from God’s Word, Pastor J. F. Rowlands ex- 
horted all present to make a full surrender to the Lord 
and “utterly destroy the Amalekites.” There was great 
enthusiasm in the service, and many were the “amens” 
and “hallelujahs” which ascended from responsive hearts 
to the courts of heaven. 

While the service was in progress, Brothers P. N. An- 
drews, James Appanna, and A. A. Kenneth, together with 
Freddie and Jonathan James, were busy putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the great natural baptismal font in- 
geniously built in the bed of the river. 

For many weeks Pastors F. Victor, Joseph Vallen, and 
V. R. Enoch, together with Evangelist Frank Veerasamy 
and Bethesda’s many missionaries and ambassadors, had 
been prayerfully instructing and preparing the candi- 
dates for this great moment of burial with Christ in the 
waters of baptism.

A REPORT FROM CENTRAL AFRICA 


It is with a heart full of gratitude that we present to 
you the following report. This year brings us to the sec- 
ond stage of our vision for Africa. Thirteen students of 
the Matibi Girls’ Missionary and Handicraft Training 
School graduated on December 3, 1954. They all go to 
start different missions in various sections of Africa. 
Please pray for them as they go forth to face the enemy 
in his strongholds; also, please continue to pray for this 
work and for AFRICA.—W. A. du Plooy.

1. MISSIONS IN CENTRAL AFRICA 
Levubye Mission 

This is the oldest mission that we have in Central Afri- 
ca. It was started in 1927 under great difficulties. It has 
a large congregation, a lay school of over a hundred and 
sixty, and there are five other stations connected with it. 
Mrs. du Plooy is the missionary in charge, and Yvonne 
du Plooy is in charge of the handicraft section. 

The work is mostly among the Venda and Shangaan 
people. The Lord willing, Kenneth du Plooy and his wife 
will take over Levubye this year when they return from 
the U. S. A. At present there is a teaching staff of eight, 
also a native minister and wife. 

Matibi Mission 

Matibi was started in the beginning of 1949, and it is 
divided into three sections—Church, Training College for 
Missionaries and Handicraft Teachers, and Handicraft 
Primary School. This year another section is to be added, 
the Homecraft School for the Wives of Native Ministers. 
Matibi is really the educational center of the Church in 
Central Africa. On its merits the whole country has been 
thrown open to our work. It gives a three- and five-year 
course to girls who must have passed the fifth grade be- 
fore being accepted. English and arithmetic are taught 
as part of their courses. 

These students are trained to replace the white mis- 
sionaries as far as possible. Their training includes 
church work, primary school work, handicraft and home- 
craft, gardening, building, and so forth. Also, they are 
given sound training on how to run the home on a high 
cultural standard. 

Sibanda Mission 

Sibanda Mission was started in 1951, and it is the 

most northerly of all of our missions. Until lately, the 
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tribes around Sibanda were cannibals. This mission has 
made rapid progress, and there is a large following of 
believers. There is a day school, with a staff of five, of 
over two hundred. The possibilities in this section are very 
great. Barotseland lies to the west not more than twenty 
miles and adjoins Angola. To the north lies the Congo. To 
get to Sibanda, one has to cross a tsetse belt forty miles 
wide. A very good road has been built, and a new diesel- 
driven pontoon ferries the traveler across the Kafue Riv- 
er into Barotseland, which is our next objective. 
Masekule Mission 

This is a brand-new mission which is starting opera- 
tions in January. Three Matibi graduates will start the 
work there, and it will run on similar lines to those at 
Sibanda. It will be the mission center for Matebeleland 
and Northern Bechuanaland. Byemula, one of our oldest 
outstations, is not far from here. 

Nesenga Mission 

Nesenga is also a new mission situated on the banks 
of the Kafue River in Northern Rhodesia. All roads in 
Central Africa meet here, and we consider this to be one 
of the most important centers in this section. Three 
Matibi graduates will start the work here in January, 
also. 

Salisbury 

Harare is one of the largest towns in Central Africa, 
and it is a part of the federal capital, Salisbury. The 
Government has already built a hostel for girls which 
will accommodate 250 girls. Yvonne du Plooy will take 
charge of the school and will be assisted by two gradu- 
ates from Matibi. A one-year course on home and handi- 
craft subjects will be given besides the usual church ac- 
tivities. 

2. MISSIONARIES IN CENTRAL AFRICA 
Rev. and Mrs. W. A. du Plooy 

Reverend W. A. du Plooy was born in Hope Town, Cape 
Province, in 1899. He went to Swaziland in 1920 as a 
missionary under the Pentecostal Mission. 

Mrs. du Plooy was born in London and attended the 
Pentecostal Missionary Union Bible School for three 
years. She came to Africa as a missionary under the Full 
Gospel Church. She went also to the work in Swaziland, 
and after a year she and Brother du Plooy were married. 

After leaving the work there, they started the work in 
the Orange Free State, Portuguese East Africa, British 
Bechuanaland, and Transvaal. The Levubye Mission was 
started in 1927. In 1932 the work spread into Gazaland, 
Portuguese East Africa, where today there are many 
thousands of believers. 

In 1948 Reverend du Plooy started the Central African 
work. God blessed, and many new fields were opened. He 
supervises all phases of the mission work north of the 
Tropic of Capricorn and south of the equator. 

Miss Maria Maboko 

Maria Maboko first came in contact with the gospel 
when she was sixteen years of age. She started teaching 
handicraft at Levubye in 1937, and in 1940 she also took 
charge of the assembly there. Having felt a definite call 
to the people north of the Transvaal, she was sent by 
the Executive Committee of the Full Gospel Church to 
open work in Southern Rhodesia. She is responsible for 
the recognizing of the present Missionary and Teachers’ 
College at Matibi. Besices being in charge of all activi-

Thomas to the Telugu-speaking area. They are also 
studying the language and are able to do personal work. 
Soon they will be able to preach in Telugu. They are 
working under the direction of Pastor I. C. Matthew, 
who has been working in the Telugu field for about 
twelve years. Needing this help badly, he is thankful for 
these young people who have attended our Bible School 
and are now in the field working with him. 


SOOO LIES 
THE WOMEN’S WORK IN INDIA

There has been practically no work in recent years 
among the women in our Church in India. At one time 
there was a good work among them. Since coming to In- 
dia, we have been trying to revive and create some new 
interest in the work. For the past three years, we have 
sent our Bible School girls out in twos and threes on Fri- 
day and Saturday afternoons to encourage the women’s 
work which we have started. 

Last year we had our first annual convention of the 
women at Mulakuzha. Many women responded, and over 
one hundred came, representing many churches. At that 
meeting we decided to try to encourage every church to 
start a women’s work. The great difficulty here is the 
lack of leadership among the native women. As a result 
of this new effort, there are now at least twenty-five 
such meetings taking place each week.

Now, on October 1, the church sent three young stu- 
dent missionaries to the Hindi-speaking field. Brother 
P. S. Samuel, our district pastor, of Raipur, M. P., came 
to visit the Malayalam area, which is his home coun- 
try. He visited our school, and when he went back, he 
took some of our best Bible School students with him to 
work for the Lord in Central India. These three new 
missionaries, as seen in the picture left to right, are:

Besides these that are working in language areas dif- 
ferent from their mother tongue, we have several more 
Malayalam brethren working in the Tamil field, as well 
as among their own people.

Several of our good people in America are helping to 
support these native workers in these new fields. We ap- 
preciate this deeply and thank you for it. Only eternity 
will reveal the good that you are doing. You are sure to 
reap your reward then, and may the blessings of the 
Lord be upon your life and sacrifice even now. We shall 
have several more native workers to send out again soon.

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REVIVAL FIRES BURN IN BARBADOS

There has been a great need for the outpouring of 
God’s Spirit in our midst. We have been burdened to see 
souls saved and believers filled with the Holy Ghost. God 
has met with us, and we ascribe to Him the praise and 
glory for what has been accomplished. 

Study and Prayer Pay Off 

Brother Summers spent much time in study and prayer 
prior to the revival services at the River Road Church. 
The first week was spent teaching on the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, according to the Scriptures. I must say that 
the believers listened with rapt attention. The instruction 
on the receiving of the Holy Ghost enlightened God’s peo- 
ple and created a hunger in their hearts to receive this 
experience with the evidence of speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance. 

City Stormed With Tracts 

The city had been stormed with tracts just before the 
series of meetings at the church. Sister Barrett, one of 
our faithful sisters who had gathered tracts from every- 
where, along with her husband, stamped and sorted about 
10,000 to pass on to our workers for distribution in many 
areas and in the business center of the city. It was a 
sight to behold to see the crowds passing along the main 
thoroughfare so deeply interested in the gospel tracts 
that they were hardly conscious of one another moving 
up and down the street. These people were of all colors 
and classes. Several pedestrians not only received the 
tracts, but also, to the surprise and joy of the distributors, 
asked for more. It does the heart good to see gospel liter- 
ature so greatly appreciated. 

As the Fire Fell Others Joined 

The meetings at River Road began mainly with the 
River Road folks in attendance, but as the fire fell other 
churches joined, along with members from other organi- 
zations. Before the revival closed, 124 believers received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. One worker in particular 
stated that he had been seeking for this experience fo’ 
twenty-seven years and that he was thrilled beyond ex- 
pression when he received this wonderful blessing. This 
same night a young man was saved, sanctified, and filled, 
and he went away speaking in other tongues. People were 
filled at the church, in their homes, and one young lady 
was filled going along the city street on the way home 
from one of the services. Truly God’s ways are past find- 
ing out! 

Word of God’s Moving Spread Over the Island 

As word sped across the Island about the moving of 
God’s Spirit, the pastor and members of a Baptist Church 
in one of the country districts came in to share in the 
refreshing. What a happy group they were when eight of 
them received the Holy Ghost. Around twelve o’colck that 
night, they moved away in their lorry (truck) for home, 
and their hearts were just bubbling over with joy while 
singing praises to God, and their faces were shining with 
His glory.

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BARBADOS AFLAME AGAIN

Late last year I was privileged to write an article in 
the local paper entitled “A Barbados Church on Fire.” 
This article found its way to the pages of the Evangel, 
and Brother Stoppe, our Superintendent at that time, 
said he almost had a heart attack as he glimpsed the 
headline. He knew we were rebuilding our main church 
on the Island, and for a moment he thought only of the 
fires of loss instead of the fire of the cross! 

It has happened again just about a year later. The fire 
is the same but the flame is different. When our super- 
visor-pastor, Brother Luke Summers, returned from fur- 
lough, he really began to work. He supervised the comple- 
tion of the church building which had been commenced 
by Brother O. H. Wolff, of Wisconsin, and at the same 
time took care of his Overseer work. Brother Summers is 
really holding down twin jobs and is doing it well. 

The first wave of power came down on Wednesday. All 
of us went down on our knees, and the altar was packed. 
Soon some of them were lying on the concrete in won- 
drous paroxysms of joy and were crying out and speak- 
ing in tongues. The Spirit really began to move on 
the church. The power came through more strongly on 
Thursday. The shouting and rejoicing were magnified; 
the joyful agony of convulsive reception more instant 
and urgent. Twenty brothers and sisters received the gift 
amidst great rejoicing and thankfulness. It was wonder- 
ful to note how differently the Holy Ghost affected vari- 
ous individuals. 

On Friday we expected something climactic, and we 
were not disappointed. The shower came down as soon as 
the children of God were on their knees.

His 
neighbor whose wife had received the night before was 
filled with the full blessing, also. I am writing this part 
on Sunday and will interpolate here that this particular 
brother’s blessing is so potent that even as he was stand- 
ing near me at the service this morning holding the 
collection plate he was speaking in tongues and there 
was a beauteous light upon his face. The “joyful noise” 
on Friday night was almost overwhelming, as exaltation 
and exultation found expression. 

Thanks be to God, we have all shared in that anoint- 
ing with “the oil of gladness,” because in and through our 
Lord we love righteousness and hate iniquity. We pray 
that more and more our churches everywhere will con- 
tinue to share this our richest blessing even in greater 
measure than we have experienced.

It seemed good, since the work is developing, to try to 
send some Bible women to work among the women of the 
hurches and their communities. We wanted the women 

try to help send their own workers, so we decided to 
have a sale of fancy goods, children’s clothes, and pro- 
duce of all kinds. We had the sale September 18, and 
many donations were brought by the women. We made 
a little over two hundred rupees or about $45.00. We are 
praising the Lord for the wonderful success we have had 
in raising this money. 

Giving two girls bus fare and a little money for inci- 
dentals and expecting them to eat and sleep in the homes 
and communities where they will work, we now have 
enough money to send them for at least six months. We 
covet your prayers for this work that it may grow and 
be a blessing to the Church. Already in the reports, many 
have been saved and many have received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Also, they report doing much house- 
visiting and praying for the sick. 

Many of the clothes we made were from scraps of our 
personal sewing. I have been thinking that many of you 
may have scraps of new cloth or remnants, embroidery 
thread, or crochet cotton that you would be glad to give. 
If so, we would be glad to have them. If you send such 
things, please sew them in a cotton bag and mark, 
“Scraps—no commercial value.” Customs duty runs very 
high, sometimes as much as 125 per cent on the cost of 
articles sent. Since the Indians dress so differently from 
the Westerners, old clothes are not of much value here. 
Sweaters, light coats, or children’s clothes in good condi- 
tion can be used.

the Suez Canal, which, of course, we traversed with the 
ship in a few hours. 

Our next stop was Jidda on the Red Sea. This is the 
port for Mecca of Arabia. Mecca is the Holy Jerusalem to 
Islam. A doctor on the pier told me that Mecca was filth- 
ier than Jidda. These poor people faithfully pray towards 
their Mecca. If an Arabian steals, his hand is cut off. In- 
donesia, too, is Moslem, but fortunately for our mission- 
ary work, not as fanatical as in Arabia. 

While we were docked at Jidda, a princess (a young 
sister of the King of Arabia) was driven to the pier to 
see the ships in port. Two of our children were on the 
pier, so the car stopped while royalty smiled and shook 
hands with the two girls. Sister Walker and I were called 
to the pier, and we shook hands with the veiled ladies of 
the court. They wanted to take our two girls to the pal- 
ace, but strict immigration restrictions confined us to 
the ship. 

From Jidda we sailed to Aden, a British port for re- 
fueling ships passing that way. At the moment of writing 
we are headed for Colombo, Ceylon, four days away. The 
last stage of our trip, about two weeks more, lies before 
us. I shall mail you an account of it from Djakarta, 
Java. 

We are praying that the Lord will give us a wide-open 

oor in Indonesia.
